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BRITAIN'S TASK IN EGYPT. 

Writing in the “Nineteenth Centary and 
After” on Britain's task in Egypt, Sir Walter 
Mieville, K.C.M.G., says :— 

“It is difficult to%treat the aims and demands 
of the Nationalist party with seriousness. The 
image will protrude itself of a child wishing 
to run before it can barely toddle, or of the 
same infant crying for some pretty fruit before 
itis ripe. For without, the plain fact is that 
the members of the Nationalist party are not 
yet ripe for the responsibilities and cares of 
self-government. I do not mean that there 
are not elever men in Egypt; for indeed | 
have the honour of knowing intimately many 
Egyptian gentlemen of marked intelligence 
and ability. 
or ex-ministers and are too wise to think that 
Egypt is able at present to walk alone. The 
‘National’ party does not represent the Nation. 
Their demands, when not for reforms already 
contemplated by the Government ,though 
postponed owing to financial or other con- 
siderations, verge either on the extravagant 
or on the absurd. For instange, they ask 
tor the creation of an Egyptian Parliament, 
though obviously to grant such a demand at 
present would be tantamount to handing over 
the country once again to anarchy. The exist- 
ing Egyptian General Assembly, which meets 
once every two years, has just held a Session 
which lasted but four days, during which 
short time, and with practically ho discussion 
worthy of “the name, eighty-five proposals 
were considered, and of these fifty four were 
hurriedly passed. Reporters were not present, 
bnt it soon leaked out that the - proceedings 
weré scarcely orderly. The one bright record 
of this curious Session is the patient reasoning 
of the Minister,of Education on the qhestion 
of using Arabic as the sole medium of teach- 
ing in the schools. Are these men fit to 
manage the affairs of the Nation! And yet the 
bulk of them would presumably be members 
of the wished-for Parliament. 

“Another of the Nationalist demands, for- 
mulated but three months ago, is quaintly 
naive. They asked for ‘the formation of 
Chambers of Commerce—“such as is the rule 
in all European countries”—to fix the price of 
necessaries,’ being apparently blissfully una- 
ware that prices are governed by the law 
of supply and demand. If Egypt really 


wishes to have its own Constitution it 
must gain its liberation by means of 
inteilectual progress. For the time being 


the demand for a Parliament seems fatile as 
well as premature. It will be time enough to 
seriously consider this grave question when 
really representative Eyyptians—and not a 
noisy faction—present a reasoned petition for 
extended powers of self-government. Doubtless 
some of the ringleaders, mea of little weight 
for the most part, of the Egyptian maleontents 
of today are so imbued with extravagant 
ideas that to gain them over to a more reason 
able attitude will require that patience ‘which 
is the rope of advancemennt in all lines of life’ ; 
but a sympathetic attitude towards the rank 
and file of their followers should quickly induce 
these last to cease from kicking against the 
pricks, and to loyally accept the fact which 
dominates the situation, namely that, in the 
words of Lord Cromer, ‘the British Government 
have no intention of exercising the discre- 
tionary power vested in them of withdrawing 
the British garrison from Egypt.’ Not unfre- 
quently is ita hard thing to gain the confi- 
dence and sympathy of even those who live as 
we live, who think as we think, but the diffi- 
culty is greater far when we are dealing with 
peoples whose ways are not as our ways, whose 
thoughts are net as our thoughts. Yet the 
attempt is well worth making in the certain 
hope of assisting in Britain’s task in Egypt.

The Paris Correspondent of the “Daily 
Telegraph” says that no importance is attach- 
ed there to the demand of the Egyptian native 
newspaper that the time has come for England 
to substitute a Protectorate for the Occupa- 
tiony The journal in question is insufficiently 
influential to carry any weight and the senti- 
ment which it expresses is it not supposed to 
be derived by inspiration from outside quarters, 
The correspondent learns that there is abso- 
lutely no hing at the subject of the substitution 
of a Protectorate received from London in 
Paris,-Where, moreover, such a contingency 
never formed a topic for official speculation. 
In short there is no sign whatever of any 
contemplated change in England's policy 
towards Egypt. The Berlin Correspondent 
wires that German official opinion is represent- 
el by Bismarck’s remark that “we are English 
in Egypt.” This is borne out by the generous 
tribute to Lord Cromer’s work made to the 
British journalists last week by the German 
Under Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
who said in what a positively amazing manner 
Lord Cromer had contrived to rouse Egypt 
into new life and,energy.

THREATENED STRIKE OF BAKERS, 


Our Cairo Correspondent writes :— 

The recent strike of cab-drivers, which oc- 
casioned so much inconvenience in Cairo, is, it 
seems, indirectly responsible for unending 
disturbances and petty annoyances, inasmuch 
as they have by their action unwittingly estab- 
lished a prevedent, and their lead has been 
followed by every~déscription of artisan or 
labourer, both Europftan and native, who 
evidently are under the impression that simply 
to refuse to continue their usual duties will 
perform miracles, in the way of increasing 
salaries, diminishing work, ete., ete. Daily, one 
hears of some fresh disturbance among em 
ployés, who up to the present time have been 
perfectly contented with their coriditions. One 
day, we wake up to find the streets erowded 
with bands of ruffianly silk-weavers, who 
parade the towns and molest innocent pedes- 
trians, or damage valuable property ; then, 
again, it ix printers, who foreeably demonstrate 
their grievances to uninterested passers-by. 
So the idea has spread, affecting every kind of 
trade. ‘lo-day we are,threatened by a strike of 
bakers. 2 

Of course, one is quite familiar with this 
means of airing one’s grievances, but, happily, 
up to a comparatively short time ago, this 
iwethod has been confined to other countries and 
Egypt has been marvellously free from such 
demonstrations. Theoretically, many of us 
agree that the benefits to be derived from this 
‘modis operandi’ wre enormous, in the case 
of certain down trodden sections of our labour- 
ing community, and that the establishment 
of trade unions had an undoubted economic 
and moral effect in suppressing ‘sweating’ and 
in generally strengthening the workman's posi- 
tion ; but, practically, we realise the disad- 
vantages and frequent. injustice of such 
methods. 

However, it is futule to try to alter the 
circumstances in which every employer, Gov- 
ernment official or company director to-day 
finds himself, by the employment of mere 
words, and, as for actiong, one is at a loss for 
any practical suggestion, therefore, we can 
only patiently wait and hope that, after all, 
we shall not be obliged to go breadless to bed.

THE JETTY INADEQUATE. 


(From our Beynovut CornRgsPoNnDENT). 


The “Levant Herald” announced some time 
ago that the Turkish authorities have decided 
> make a harbour at Haiffa, and that Herr 
i the German chief engineer of the 
Hi line has received instructions to begin 
work there at once. This contemporary added 
that this harbour was to be four times as 
large as that of Beyrout. Several months have 
passed since this important announcement 
and Still there is no sign of a movement 
towards the realization of this project. The 
fact of the matter is that his Majesty, realizing 
the necessity of endowing with a sheltered 
harbour the terminus of the greatest railway 
line of the Empire, did issne such orders to 
Meissner Pasha, but the latter has after care- 
ful study, found out that existing funds did 
not justify the carrying out of a project of 
such magnitude simnltaneously with the 
construction works on the Grand Line. 
Herr Meissner seems to be confident that 
Medina will be reached within eighteen 
months. Much will depend upon the amount 
of resistance that can be exercised by 
the Arabs in the holy region, not only on 
religious bnt also on financial grounds, for it is 
not conceivable that the old pilgrim route which 
is such a lucrative source of profit to them 
will be relinquished without a protest of some 
kind. Aside from the profits realized on the 
journey fares of the great caravans, the Arabs 
come sometimes across unexpected little for- 
tunes, in the shape of jewels and money found 
on the persons or in the baggage of more or 
less wealthy pilgrims that dieon the way. But 
the intelligent and tactful Sultan may find an 
easier solution than armed opposition, by grant- 
ing a permanent indemnity to the Arabs that 
have so far had the practical monopoly of the 
pilgrim trade, and thus secure a quiescent 
attitude on their part. All that there is at 
present at Haiffg is a stone jetty, eighteen 
meters wide afd four hundred and twenty 
meters long. On this jetty are installed three 
hydraulic winehes for lifting heavy loads such 


as locomotive boilers, frames ete. These winches nag. 


have a lifting eapacity of 18, 15 and 12 tons, 
respectively. The discharging of the railway 
material has still to be effected into lighters, 
as the harbour is not dredged: 80 as to allow 
ships coming alongside the jetty. Besides there 
is no masonry work on the said jetty and not 
sofficient shelter from the winds, It —* 
however to extend the present jetty to a 
length of about 800 meters and to. build a sort. 
ofa curveat the end thereof, which would 
afford sufficient protection to lighters and 
smaller craft, and enable them to work even 
during heavy weather. Such preliminary works 
should have been made long ago in view of 
the enormous quantities of railway material 
and coal that have been, and are yet to be <lis- 

charged at Haiffa, 

The total shipments of coal and fuel this 
year will it is estimated amount to 25/30,000 
tons partly Lancashire and partly Welsh. The 
British steamer Ethelburga has discharged 
already a full éargo a few weeks ago and the 
S.S. Blacktor is discharging another full 
eargo at Haiffa while the Prince Line steamers 
have discharged a few thousand tons of 
Lancashire fuel already, in lots of 4/800 tons. 
12/15000 tons out of the above total of 
25/30,000 tons, already closed, have been 
fixed with the well-known coal merchants, 
Mesars. Watts Watts & Co, and the balance 
with the AngloSyrian Trading Company Ltd. 
of Manchester, so that this coal supply to the 
Hejaaz line is practically an English monopoly. 
The Germans had at one time tried to wedge 
themselyes in by supplying Westphalian coal, 
but for various reasons, that may be conjec- 
tured, they didnot succeed. 

As regards railway material a contract of 
14,000 tons of railway sleepers has been closed 
for shipments in lots of 1400 tons, till the end 
of May ultimo. A further contract of 5,000 tons, 
sleepers and 20,000 tons, rails, as well as 
twelve lpcomotives, bas been closed for the 
year 1907. Por the year 1908 fifty locomotives 
and 150 wagons are said to have been ordered 
already. The hydraulic lime sapply for the 
year is estimated to be 20,000 tons. Therails and 
sleepers are chiefly supplied by Belgian manu- 
facturers from Antwerp by the steamers of the 
Conference Lines composed of two British, one 
German and one Belgian. On the other hand, 
most of the locomotives have been ordered at 
German firms, and shipped by the Atlas 
steamers from Bremen and Rotterdam. Oeéa- 
sional orders of locomotives come from France, 
through Dunkirk by the Prince Line steamers 
that have recently inaugurated this new ser 
vice. The hydraulic lime comes mostly from 
France by the Messageries in small lots by the 
regular postal steamers, and in full and. part 
cargoes by their cargo boate. 

These enormous quantities involve a ship- 
ing movement at Caiffa that more than justifies 
the construction of a regular harbour, or at. 
least such preliminary works as may partly 
enable ships to discharge inheavy weather. The 
freight competition, however, has been sach, a 
few years ago, that owners were eager to get 
the contracts regardless of the risks of deten- 
tion at such an exposed roadstead as Haiffa. 
But most of those owners had to rue the 
bargains made at the start, without any pro- 
vision for demurrage, and it was not long 
before a disastrous experience ppened their 
eyes, when demurrage clauses were subse- 


quently stipulated in my charters. It wes then | and

RENTS IN CAIRO. 


A correspondent wales: — 

The impression prevailing that rents have 
fallen lately, or that there is a likelihood to 
be a fallin those now charged in the best 
residential quarters of the Capital, is not borne 
out by facts for most of the apartments ot the 
huge constructions now being erected or appro- 
aching completion are be-spoken 
and it is with the utmost difficulty that, even 
now, fair sizetl flats are rable at any- 
thing like a moderate price, and still moreso 
in the winter. Not until building operations 
in Ghezireh, Kasr-el-Aly, Ghizeh and the He- 
liopolis Oasis are more advanced and the supply 
is likely to meet the demand, in consequence 
of the constant and steady increase in the 
European and better class native population of 
thecity, are rentals likely to find a preper 
level and cease rising, but that cannot be for a 
couple of years or so at least. As an instance 
of the still increasing rates asked we may men- 
tion that of the Standard Life Building in the 
Rond Point Soliman Pasha which lately 
changed ownership. Here the offices of the 
Insurance Company are to be enlarged and let 
to a bank at £2,000 a year whigh means nearly 
double of the present rentals of the offices and 
two adjacent apartments. Most, if not. all, of 
the newly formed local banks are compelled to 
build their own premises ; for they cannot find 
any suitable in the business quarters. 


C.M-S_ IN IN CAIRO. 


In the report of the | C.M.S. in Egypt, in 
reference to the missionary hospital at Old 
Cairo, we read :— 

With regard to the men’s hospital, dispen- 
sary, and wards for the treatment of Egyptian 
anemia, theattendance and work have increas- 
ed in feally quite an embarrassing fashion. The 
men’s hospital, even after being vacated by 
the women, became quite full—in addition to 
the overflow ward of temporary structure ; the 

work became so heavy that we have 
had to double the staff of native doctors ; and 
the anemia wards are altogether too contract- 
ed for our needs, Our most keenly felt 
(temporal) need is more space—more land. 
As we have said, the anemia. patients are 
crowded out. And we have, for abselute lack of 
funds, been unable to bay a strip of land 
contiguous with one whole side of the com- 
pound, which isnow vacant, andthe building up 
of which would mean darkening the new women’s 
hospital, blocking its view, overlooking, it, and 
taking away its north air—a serious prospect. 
May it not -bethat some who read these lines 
may feel led to come to the rescue here? 
The work is self-supporting, and yet the fees 
charged are of acknowledged reasonabléness, 
of course, no really poor person is turned 


away because of his inability to pay them. | i

THE SLEEPING SICKNESS, 


Dr. H. W. 0. MeLeod, B.Se., M.D., in a 
recent paper on the subject of sleeping sickness, 
reported by the “Journal of the Society of 
Arts”, states that it is only too possible the 
disease may invade Egypt and India. The 
British Government, he says, has not taken 
very active steps in the matter questions have 
been asked in Parliament, and it was stated 
in November last that two medical officers 
were to be seit to British Central Africa to 
study local conditions and to suggest pre- 
ventive measures, and they were expected to 
to arrive there by January of this year, It 
has been suggested that game preserves in 
Africa might spread infection, bat the Com- 
missioner of the British Central African Pro- 
tectorate and of North-East Rhodesia reported 
that no such evidence was forthcoming, 

The Germans are closely watching the 
Uganda border to prevent the extension of the 
disease into their possessions. Epidemics are 
not abating, but, on the contrary, are invading 
new districts. It is of the greatest importance 
for the British Government to take the lead, 
as it has the largest interests at stake, and it 
isa dangerous policy to act on. the motto 
‘Festina lente’ !

KOM OMBO RECLAMATION 


WORKS. 

The remarkable reclamation scheme iv 
progress at Kom Ombo, Upper Egypt, illustrates 
as much in its differences as in its points of 
similarity the practice of the many similar 
enterprises which are transforming the countey. 
Tle great majority of these are in the Delta, 
the triangular region contained in the dealt 
whose apex is Cairo and whose bases are Alex~ 
andria and Port Said. It is important to realize 
that this for some time to come must be. even 
more than at preseut the seat of important 
engineering and agricultural activity. ‘The 
Government’s decision, made known on the 
late Sir Benjamin Baker's pronouncement for 
the raising of the Assuan dam, leaves no 
doubt that to the Delta will be applied the 
whole of the increased volume of water which 
about two years herice will begin to become 
available and augment in increasing ratio 
until the mazimum surplus expected from 
the dam is reached with the completion of the 
work of super-elevation. New enterprises in 
Upper Egypt are therefore bound to be ata 
disadvantage as compared with Lower Egypt 
for some few years, except in so far as provided 
for by the new Esneh barrage, water being the 
arbiter of engineering destinies and all others 
in this country. The development of Kom 
Omb» is, however, of sufficietitly long standing 
to be independent of these considerations. The 
distinctive peculiarity of Kom Ombo, apart 
from its remote sitpation in Upper Egypt, 4 
miles sorth of Assuan, consists in the fact that 
the plain, or “wadi,” lies at about 23 métres 
ubove Nile level. Reclamation has, therefore, 
to be carried out partly by a reversal of the 
methods usual in Lower Egypt, where the land 
lies low as compared with the Nile, and where, 
therefore, systems of drainage are the necessary 
components of canalization. \The general 
principles underlying the operations are, liow- 
ever, essentially the same as on the Delta fields 
of reclamation. 

Work at “Kom Ombo commenced towards 
1908 by the laying of a branch line from the 
Government railway tothe river tor the convey- 
ance of material. ‘Though the _ preliminary 
difficulties in starting the works were great as 
regards both labour, climatic conditions, and 
manufactured material, such materials as lime, 
bricks, stoné, and sand were found or made on 
the spot. During the erection of the pumps 
and workshops at the Nile—carried out entire- 
ly by manual labour, a faetthat speaks volumes 
for the Arab “reises,” or foremen, who had 
erank shafts weighing 13 tons to handle— 
surveys were taken over the plain and the 
chief irrigation scheme was drawn up. The 
main puniping station js wholly constructed of 
reinforced concrete. The engines are carried 
on concrete blocks, the condensers, clearance 
pumps, and steam traps being placed on the 
basement. Though the pumps stand ata level 
of 86°60, high Nile has been known to reach 
R.L. 90°60, and the pumps are submerged for 
a great part of the year. It follows thata 
heavy upward water pressure is exerted on the 
floor of the pumping station. The engines are 
of horizontal direct-acting triple-expansion con- 
densing type, working at a pressure of 13 
atmospheres superheated steam. The main 
pump is a turbine centrifugal, pump with side 
inlets and bottom discharge. The boilers, ten 
in number, are of French “Elephant” type, fitted 
with special grates for burning sugarcane waste: 
they are also equipped with Green’s economizers 
and superheatets. ‘The four boilers for the sub- 
sidiary pumps are water-tnbe, Babcock-Wileox 
type, and work under forced draught. The 
mains, which are painted inside and out with 
siderosthen, ascend abruptly for the first 40 
metres, rising gently for the remaining 460 
metres until they discharge into the reservoir. 
The latter, constructed of armoured concrete, 
is of horseShoe shape, and Mr. A. H Plummer, 
the superintending engineer of the whole of 
the reclamation works, te whom the writer is 
indebted for the paaticulars recorded in. this 
account, considers that probably~ this shape 
has allowed the expansion and’contraction to 
operate so freely. The steel culvert, constructed 
ona sand foundation to neutralise the swelling 
of the earth when moistened, commences at 
the reseivoir and continues for about 1,500 


-metres until the canal is well established on 


the high level of the plain. Riveting was done 
by hand and caulking by pneumatic tools ; an 
attempt was made at pneumatic riveting, but 
the Arab workmen, Mr. Plummer states, could 
never manage it successfully. The same trouble, 
but in a more acute form, was experienced by 
Messrs. Sir William Arrol and Co., in the 


building of Rodah bridge at Cairo. The culvert 
as a whole is an interesting example of skilful] 
methods applied to counteract peculiar cli-

The culvert termi 
in a brickwork regulator, from which the main 
canal, with a bed width of eight metres, 
traverses the ‘“wadi,” olian ei ebieh 
each commanding from 400 to 3,500 acres, and 
from these in turf a system of branch canals 
feed the small watercourses in the fields, The 
land is divided into areas varying from 30 to 
400 aeres to secure equality of depth in the 
sheets of water over the whole area. The 
alluvial soilof the plain is impregnated with 
salts, comprising sodium chloride, sulphate, 
and nitrate, this last in safficient quantities 
to render the soil in parts valuable asa manure. 
Water is allowed to flood the basins for‘about 
17 days at a time, and, as the ultimate fesult 
of this prowess, the salts are carried down to 4 
depth of more than three métres. The surface 
soil before irrigating contained salts to the 
amount of 6 per cent. After soaking, the top 
layer of 5em. was found to contain less than 
0.10 per cent. ; at depth of one métre, 0.38 
percent. ;at two métfes, 0.73 per cent. ;at 
three métrés, 1.03 per cent. Mr. Plummer 
estimates that from 7,000 to 9,000 cubie 
métres of water are required to wash an acre. 
Experience has fortunately shown that, con- 
trary to anticipation, the salts do not rise to 
the surface again. The fitrates are, of course, 
unavoidably dissolved from the surface soil 
with the remaining salts, and require to be 
restored to the land in the form of manure. 
As soon as the land is ready for cultivation, 
ploughing is performed by steam ploughs and 
levelling machines, and, owing to the flatness 
of the country, good results are obtained. 
Threshing is also successfully done by steam. 
Reclamation so far has been effected on 12,000 
acres, nearly all of which area is rented. Corn 
crops grow splendidly ; cotton, after indifferent 
results two seasons ago, is expected to be a 
success this year, Sugarcane has been most 
suecessful, and is proved to have taken no 
more, if not less, water than in middle Egypt, 
while it ripens more quickly at Kom Ombo, 
To\attract population, villages built in stone 
havé been placed at various points over the 
estate ; shops, with a market as well as stores, 
a mosque, and schools have been erected. With 
a free flow of water everywhere the people are 
prosperous and contented, and on account of 


of the steam pumping system of irrigation they | 


are not forced to keep cattle for raising water. 
Light railways, of 12 kilo. rails,and 60cm. 
gauge, are being put down all over the estate, 
and repairing shops and corn mills are already 
erected. A curious circumstance that taxed the 
resources of the superintending engineer was 
the swelling of the soil when water was applied 
to it. The whole “wadi” has risen from the 
effects of the water. The walls of the first 
buildings and regulators erected split in the 
majority of cases through the disturbance to 
their foundations, and the whole of the banks 
and bed level of the main canal required to be 


raised to suit.the altered contours of the land. |.

Un aurait, certes, mauvaise grice A venir 
contester ou A chercher d'amoindrir le suceés 
des haussiers pendant la semaine qui vient 
de finir: les résultats obtenus par eux sont 
réels et d’autant plus satisfaisants qu’ils ont été 
obtentis malgré des circonstances contrariantes 
qui, a un moment donné, ont paru deyoir tout 
gater.

La séance de Samedi a ouvert ferme et 
quoique'les cours n’aient pu se maintenir au 
plus haut niveau atteint dans la matinée, il 
n’en est pas moins vrai que la cléture a été 
bonne et en hausse sar la veille. : 

La journée de Lundi a encore été meilleure, 
car Vavance a été plus importante et sans 
aucune flactuation violente et le cas a été le 
méme pour le lendeinain. 

Au total, la hausse pour les trois jours s'est 
élevée 4 13/32 pourl’ancienne récolte et 4 5/16 
poar la nouvelle, et le tout comme simple 
conséquenee de la tenue de |'Américain et de 
l'importance des embarquements qui faisaient 
présager une semaine de “beaucoup supérieure 
d toug les pronostics que l'on mettait en avant. 

Jusynes-la, tout allait pour le mieux et la 
tendance semblait des plus favorables, quand 
le famenx rapport du Bureau d’ Agriculture 
de Washington, si anxieusement attendu, est 
venu tout désorganiser avec les chiffres qu’il 
énongait et surtout avec les raisonnements et 
les appréciations auxquels il a donné lieu le 
premier jour et que les dépéches de New-York 
nous trapsmettaient. Sa publication a été 
salaée & New-York par 50 points de baisse, 
nom tant Acause de son 70 1/2 comme con- 
dition de la plante, car, aprés tqut, cette esti 
mation correspondait & la moyenne des pré 
visions et était considérée par anticipation 
comme étant en rapport avec les prix régnants, 
qu’en raison de l’acréage de 32,100,000 acres. 

Nous reviendrons plus loin sur ce dernier 
point, mais, en attendant, nous dirons que 
malgré la réduction de la baisse susmention 
née & une vingtaine de points seulement, 
l'effet de ce rapport sur notre marché a été 
désastreux pour ainsi dire, le fait étant que la 
inatinée de Mercredi a été des plus mauvaises 
chez nous et que d’emblée, en ane seuleséance, 
nous avons perdu tout ce que nous avions ga 
yné les trois jours précédents. 

A la cloture les idées en général étaient trés 
pessimistes, mais tout cela a disparu comme 
jarenchantement anssit6t que de nouvelles 
‘péches de Liverpool sont venues. nous «dire 
qu'il, fallait interpréter autrement le rapport 
du Burean, qu’au fond il était haussier et le 
tout appuyé par une bonne tenue tant & Liver 
pool qu’é New-York. Il n’y avait certaineinent 
pas lieu de prendre au pied de la lettre tout 
ce que l'on nous préchait, mais vraies, fansses 
ou entachées .d’exagération, ces informations 
n’en ont pas moins influencé notre marché et, 
& un tel point, qu’en remplacement des 5/16 
perdus la veille, nous avons eu hier une reprise 
de 5/8 de tallari. Il n’y a done pas eu de temps 
perda. 

Ce matin, finalement, les choses avaient 
commencé a clocher de nouveau sur la baisse 
de New-York, mais la publication de la statis- 
tique de la semaine chez nous a modifié la 
premi*re allure dans un sens favorable et en 
définitive c'est & peine si 4 la derniére heure 
on remarquait une différence en moins de 1/32 
A116 sur les prix affichés jeudi an tableau.
